“A List of the inhabitants of ‘Pitt County taken by Order Continuntal and 
Provenchel Congrace Aug. 25, 1775,” includes George Dikes with a family 
of nine, consisting of one white male from 16 to 50, one white woman, three 
‘white males under 16, and four white female children. He had no slaves. 
His age, and the number of children, suggest that the record pertains to 
George, Jr. If so, his father does not appear in the list which, however, is 
only partial. 

The State Records of North Carolina (Vol. NVI, p. 380) contain ihe 
following Petition of the Inhabitants of Pat County which was signed by 
George and Jesse Dykes and which we reproduce as a contribution to local 
history:

On 25 Aug. 1786, George Dykes (also spelled Dikes) received a State 
grant of 59 acres in Pitt County, N. C., on the north side of Little Cantentnea 
Creek, This was surveyed by Jesse Dyke and George Dyke, Jun’, “C. B.” 
(chain bearers), and Jesse Moye, Députy Surveyor. [Pitt County, Gran: 
Sook K, p. 153.] 

George Dikes, signing by mark, sold his Pitt County property on 14 Dec. 
1789 to Benjamin May of Pitt County. The land was described as 259 
acres, on the north side of Little Cotentnea Creek, and reference is made tu 
the land Moses Tison sold to George Dikes. Witnesses: Nath! Moore, Jacob 
Tison, Isaac Joiner. [ib., Deed Book M, p. 311.] 

In the 1790 Census he was listed in the Orangeburg District of South 
Carolina, and in September of that year his will was probated in Richnion: 
‘County, Ga. It was recorded in Will Book A (p. 34), but the book is ou: 
of use because of its condition, and the following copy is from the origina:
